* Would there be a different way to determine zones of benefit in the new BID - where service delivery fluctuates 
in different parts of the district, and the assessment changes accordingly? 

* Is there a benefit to merging the two BIDs in the new chapter? What are the pros and cons? 

* Given the complications of addressing the challenges of the homeless population (and the increasing evidence 
of people in this city suffering from untreated mental illness) are there program components you would want to see 
incorporated into the new BID?
